Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

It's unclear about the structure of the "sail", what material is the sail made out of? 
It seems the sails in this application are made from rigid material, which is different from 

- 

normal sail. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: the 
elements/structures or means to connect or disconnect the sails to the transmission 
element as recited in claim 1 . 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1, 5-8, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
3857242 (Gilmore). 

Gilmore discloses a power plant comprising submerged tanks 23 acting like the 
submerged sails (please note the term "sail" is unclear because Applicant's sails are 
made by rigid material), said submerged tanks/sails 23 being connected or 
disconnected to a chain 38, upper and lower elements 51, 71, are considered as 
magazines for collecting said tanks 23 in the disconnected position with the chains 38. 

Regarding claims 8-9, elements 22, 46 are the locking devices for locking the 
tanks 23 with the chains.

Claims 2-4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Davison, and Huang disclose power plants comprising 
submerged sails/tanks.
